VISA  INFORMATION  MEMORANDUM 


The  following  general  information  regarding  the  documentary  requirements  to  he  met  by 
an  alien  who  applies  for  a  visa  is  furnished  for  the  guidance  of  interested  persons. 

As  Consular  Officers  are  prohibited  by  Section  2  (f)  of  the  Immigration  Act  of  1924, 
from  issuing  visas  to  aliens  who  they  know,  or  have  reason  to  believe,  are  inadmissible  to  the 
United  States  and  since  Section  23  of  the  same  Act  places  upon  the  applicant  the  burden  of 
proving  admissibility  to  the  United  States,  it  is  essential  that  he  establish  as  a  prerequisite  to 
receiving  a  visa  that  he  does  not  come  within  the  purview  of  the  excluding  provisions  of  Section 
3  of  the  Immigration  Act  of  February  5,  1917,  which  includes  among  the  classes  who  are  listed 
as  inadmissible  "Persons  likely  to  become  a  Public  Charge”. 

In  this  connection  the  applicant  is  informed  that  while  he  may  undertake  to  establish  his 
admissibility  to  the  United  States  in  whatever  legitimate  manner  he  may  consider  most 
apt  and  suitable  in  his  case,  it  is  usually  suggested  that  he  present  an  affidavit  regarding 
any  income  or  resources  of  his  own,  corroborated  by  documentary  evidence  and  the  affidavits  of 
responsible  persons.  If  he  will  depend  for  his  support  upon  relatives  in  the  United  States,  such 
relatives  should  furnish  affidavits  setting  forth  their  incomes,  resources,  expenses  and  obligations, 
to  show  the  margin  of  income  which  would  be  available  for  the  immigrant’s  support.  Each  rela¬ 
tive  should  also  state  to  what  extent  he  is  prepared  to  contribute  to  the  alien’s  support  and 
should  recite  the  reasons  why  he  is  willing  to  undertake  the  obligation.  Each  allegation  should 
be  corroborated  in  so  far  as  may  be  possible  by  documentary  evidence  and  statements  of  res¬ 
ponsible  disinterested  persons  in  the  form  of  affidavits.  For  example,  an  allegation  in  an  affidavit 
to  the  effect  that  the  affiant  has  funds  deposited  in  a  bank  should  preferably  be  corroborated 
by  a  sworn  statement  of  a  responsible  officer  of  the  hank  showing  the  amount  on  deposit,  the 
length  of  time  such  deposit  has  existed  and  whether  it  was  deposited  in  a  lump  sum  or  accu¬ 
mulated  by  successive  deposits.  If  the  affidavit  contains  allegations  regarding  the  relative’s  busi¬ 
ness  enterprise,  such  allegations  might  be  supported  by  a  certificate  from  a  well  known  credit 
rating  establishment  or  a  certified  public  accountant.  True  copies  of  income  tax  receipts  or  pro¬ 
perty  tax  receipts  might  also  he  submitted.  An  allegation  regarding  employment  should  he  cor¬ 
roborated  by  a  sworn  statement  from  the  employer,  showing  the  salary  or  wages  and  the  rea¬ 
sonable  permanency  of  the  employment. 

Since  a  Consular  Officer  must  base  his  decision  upon  a  personal  examination  of  the  ap¬ 
plicant  and  a  careful  examination  of  all  tbe  evidence  presented  in  support  of  an  application,  it 
is  essential  that  the  facts  in  each  case  be  clearly  established  by  appropriate  evidence. 


EVIDENCE  SHOULD  NOT  BE  SENT  TO  THE  CONSULATE  GENERAL  BUT  DIRECT 
TO  THE  VISA  APPLICANT.  AFFIDAVITS  SHOULD  BE  EXECUTED  IN  TRIPLICATE.

^  PENALTY 

x  1.  Section  22-C  of  the  Immigration  Act  of  1924  provides  that  “whoever  knowingly  makes  under  oath  any  false  statement 
in  any  application,  affidavit,  or  other  document  required  by  the  immigration  laws  or  regulations  prescribed  thereunder,  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  more  than  $10,000,  or  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  5  years,  or  both.” 


APPLICATION  FOR  VISA 


2.  All  prospective  immigrants,  including  nonquota  and  quota-preference  classes,  must  apply  to  an  American  consul  abroad 
for  an  immigration  visa.  Under  the  provisions  of  Section  9  of  the  Immigration  Act  of  1924,  consular  officers  are  not  permitted  to 
issue  immigration  visas  to  relatives  of  American  citizens  claiming  nonquota  or  quota-preference  status  on  the  basis  of  relationship 
unless  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

NONQUOTA  IMMIGRANTS 

3.  The  wife,  unmarried  children  under  21  years  of  age,  and  husband  (where  marriage  has  occurred  prior  to  July  1,  1932)  of  a 
bitizen  of  the  United  States  are  prospective  nonquota  immigrants,  and  are  exempt  from  all  quota  restrictions  as  such. 

- -  QUOTA-PREFERENCE  IMMIGRANTS 

4.  The  father  and  mother  of  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  who  is  21  years  of  age  or  over,  and  the  husband  of  a  citizen  of  any 
age  (where  marriage  has  occurred  subsequent  to  June  30,  1932)  are  entitled  to  preference  in  the  issuance  of  immigration  visas. 


PETITIONER 

5.  A  citizen  of  the  United  States  claiming  that  an  alien  relative  is  a  prospective  nonquota  or  a  quota-preference  immigrant  as 
described  in  paragraphs  3  and  4  above,  may  file  a  petition  (Form  633)  with  the  Commissioner  of  Immigration  and  Naturalization 
to  establish  such  status  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  an  immigration  visa  to  the  relative.  If  the  Commissioner  finds  that 
such  relative  is  entitled  to  nonquota  or  quota-preference  status,  he  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretaryof  Labor  so  inform  the 
Secretary  of  State,  who,  thereupon  will  transmit  the  approved  petition  to  the  appropriate  American  consular  officer. 


PETITION 

6.  In  any  instance  where  there  is  insufficient  room  on  Form  633  to  enter  required  information,  the  petitioner  should  use  a 
separate  sheet  of  paper  for  such  purpose  and  attach  it  to  the  petition.  If  there  are  more  than  five  prospective  immigrants,  the 
petitioner  need  not  use  an  additional  Form  633. 

7.  The  petition  must  be  accompanied  by  the  sworn  statements  of  two  responsible  citizens  of  the  United  States  (21  years  of 
age  or  over  and  to  whom  the  petitioner  has  been  personally  known  for  at  least  1  year),  that  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and 
belief  the  facts  stated  in  the  petition  are  true.  Space  is  provided  for  these  statements  on  page  2  of  this  form.  In  the  case  of  a 
citizen  proceeding  abroad  for  the  purpose  of  marrying,  affidavits  of  citizen  witnesses  may  not  be  secured  in  advance  of  the  marriage. 

8.  A  petition  filed  in  behalf  of  an  adopted  child  or  in  behalf  of  an  adoptive  parent  will  be  denied  unless  it  is  affirmatively  estab¬ 
lished  that  the  adoption  was  legalized  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  country  where  the  adoption  occurred  and  that  it  took 
place  prior  to  January  1,  1924. 

9.  In  no  case  will  a  petition  be  approved  in  behalf  of  a  wife  or  husband  by  proxy  or  picture  marriage. 

10.  Great  care  should  be  taken  to  state  clearly  the  birthplace  and  the  present  address  of  each  prospective  immigrant,  indicating 
the  street  address  or  post-office  box,  village,  town,  or  city,  district  or  county,  State  or  Province,  and  the  country. 

11(a).  If  a  petitioner  has  at  any  time  been  naturalized  in  a  foreign  country,  or  taken  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  a  foreign  govern¬ 
ment,  or  enlisted  in  the  armed  forces  of  a  foreign  government,  a  supplemental  affidavit  stating  the  name  of  such  country  and  the 
date  of  oath  or  enlistment  should  be  submitted  with  the  petition.  A  naturalized  citizen  who,  subsequent  to  naturalization,  has 
resided  abroad  continuously  for  a  period  exceeding  2  years  in  his  native  country  or  5  years  in  other  countries,  must  submit  an 
affidavit  explaining  the  reason  for  such  lengthy  absence,  and  setting  forth  the  date  of  his  return  to  the  United  States,  the  port  of 
entry  and  steamer  upon  which  he  was  a  passenger,  with  information  as  to  whether  upon  such  return  he  was  in  possession  of  a  United 
States  passport,  and,  if  so,  the  number  of  such  passport  and  date  of  its  issuance.  In  addition  to  such  affidavit,  a  woman  claiming 
citizenship  through  marriage  to  an  American  born  or  naturalized  citizen,  and  a  person  whose  citizenship  was  derived  from  naturali¬ 
zation  of  a  parent  must,  if  possible,  present  an  affidavit  from  the  person  through  whom  citizenship  was  derived. 

11(6).  The  petitioner  who  claims  derivative  citizenship  through  naturalization  of  a  parent  should  (1)  if  living  in  the  United 
States  under  legal  permanent  status  when  parent  was  naturalized,  furnish  data  as  to  last  admission  prior  to  the  naturalization,  or 
(2)  if  not  living  in  the  United  States  under  legal  permanent  status  when  parent  was  naturalized,  furnish  data  as  to  first  admission 
subsequent  to  the  naturalization  of  parent. 

12.  If  a  woman  who  was  born  in  this  country,  or  was  naturalized,  married  an  alien  between  March  2,  1907,  and  September 
22,  1922,  she  apparently  thereby  lost  American  citizenship,  and  is  not  eligible  to  file  a  petition.  A  woman  petitioner,  claiming  to 
be  an  American  citizen  who  was  married  to  an  alien  between  the  two  dates  mentioned,  should  furnish  an  affidavit  giving  the  name 
of  each  former  husband,  date  of  each  previous  marriage,  and  date  of  termination  of  each  marriage.  If  the  husband  of  the  last 
marriage  before  September  22,  1922,  was  not  an  American  citizen  before  that  date,  the  petitioner  likewise  is  not  an  American  citizen 
unless  she  was  later  naturalized.  A  woman  petitioner,  who  was  married  to  a  United  States  citizen  between  March  2,  1907,  and  Sep¬ 
tember  22,  1922,  should  furnish  documentary  evidence  of  American  citizenship  of  the  last  husband  to  whom  she  was  married  prior 
to  September  22,  1922,  together  with  a  certificate  of  such  marriage  and  an  affidavit  as  to  whether  or  not  her  last  husband  had  taken 
an  oath  of  allegiance  to  a  foreign  government  after  acquisition  of  American  citizenship  and  prior  to  the  date  of  the  marriage. 

13.  A  petition  filed  in  behalf  of  a  wife  or  a  husband  should  be  accompanied  by  documentary  evidence  of  legal  termination  of 
all  previous  marriages  of  both  the  wife  and  husband.  Death  certificate  issued  by  civil  authorities  or  divorce  decree  bearing  seal  of 
the  court  is  required. 

14.  If  the  prospective  immigrant(s)  intends  to  apply  for  a  visa  at  an  American  consulate  other  than  the  one  nearest  the  foreign 
address  stated  on  page  1  of  this  form,  the  location  of  such  consulate  should  be  furnished. 

15.  There  is  no  charge  for  visa  petitions  and  it  is  especially  requested  that  no  money  or  remittance  of  any  character  be  sent 
to  this  department  for  such  purpose.  This  department  does  not  cable  American  consuls. 

16.  If  a  prospective  immigrant  has  ever  been  deported  or  ordered  deported  from  this  country  or  has  been  excluded  from  admis¬ 
sion  thereto,  the  facts  concerning  such  proceedings  should  accompany  the  petition  in  a  separate  statement  showing  the  date  and 
reasons  for  such  proceedings  and  the  port  of  exclusion  or  the  residence  of  the  prospective  immigrant  at  the  time  of  deportation 
proceedings. 
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OATH  TO  PETITION 


17.  This  petition  may  be  sworn  to  before  an  immigration  and  naturalization  officer,  no  charge  being  made  by  such  officer  for 
administering  the  oath.  If  sworn  to  before  a  notary  public,  or  other  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  for  general  purposes, 
official  seal  or  certification  of  authority  to  administer  oaths  must  be  affixed,  and  the  date  when  commission  to  so  act  will  expire 
must  be  given.  If  this  petition  and  the  affidavits  of  attesting  citizen  witnesses  are  executed  outside  the  United  States  the  oath 
must  be  administered  by  an  American  consular  officer. 

EVIDENCE  OF  CITIZENSHIP  TO  BE  PRESENTED 

18.  If  the  petitioner  claims  citizenship  through  birth,  an  authentic  birth  certificate  showing  that  the  birth  was  recorded  within 
2  years  thereafter  or  a  baptismal  certificate  showing  (1)  place  of  birth  and  (2)  that  baptism  occurred  within  2  months  after  birth 
should  accompany  the  petition. 

19.  The  naturalization  certificate  should  accompany  the  petition  in  all  cases  where  the  petitioner  has  acquired  citizenship 
through  naturalization  (either  his  own  or  through  a  parent  or  a  husband)  prior  to  September  27,  1906,  or  within  90  days  imme¬ 
diately  preceding  the  filing  of  the  visa  petition. 

20.  Where  the  petitioner  is  a  woman  who  claims  United  States  citizenship  through  the  naturalization  of  her  husband  the 
marriage  certificate  must  accompany  the  petition.  Documentary  evidence  of  legal  termination  of  all  previous  marriages  prior 
to  September  22,  1922,  must  also  accompany  the  petition.

AFFIDAVITS  OF  SUPPORT 

In  this  document  the  relative  must  show  his  income,  what  his  obligations  are,  how 
many  persons  he  has  to  support,  his  net  cash  assets,  such  as  bank  balance,  cash 
value  of  stocks,  bonds  or  insurance  policies,  value  of  real  estate,  mortgages,  etc. 
Some  Consuls  require  special  affidavits  in  which  the  affiants  set  down  income  or  re¬ 
sources,  expenses  and  other  obligations,  the  net  remainder  or  savings  and  what 
amount  of  these  savings  the  affiant  is  willing  to  contribute  for  the  support  of  the 
immigrant,  for  how  long  a  period  the  affiant  is  willing  to  make  this  contribution  and 
the  reason  why  he  is  willing  to  assume  this  responsibility. 


AFFIDAVITS  FROM  FRIENDS 

Often  affidavits  from  friends  of  prospective  passengers  are  given  careful  considera¬ 
tion  by  the  Consul  provided  the  affiants  indicate  the  reason  why  they  are  willing  to 
guarantee  support,  namely,  friends  from  childhood,  or  girl  friend  of  wife  from  child¬ 
hood,  etc. 


DOCUMENTS  REQUIRED  IN  CONNECTION  WITH 
AFFIDAVIT  OF  SUPPORT 

PROOF  OF  INCOME 

If  employed,  a  notarized  letter  from  employer,  on  business  stationery  is  required. 
This  letter  must  show  length  of  employment,  whether  employment  is  of  permanent 
nature,  also  amount  of  weekly  wages  received. 

If  the  affiant  is  in  business,  in  that  event,  a  Dun  &  Bradstreet  credit  report  is  required 
showing  income  for  the  past  year.  Income  can  also  be  certified  by  a  public  accountant 
who  must  prepare  a  statement  showing  assets,  liabilities,  and  income  for  the  year 
preceding  the  date  appearing  on  the  affidavit  of  support. 

Copies  of  photostat  copies  of  income  tax  returns,  for  the  past  two  years  showing 
amount  of  income  tax  paid  for  each  fiscal  year. 

PROOF  OF  BANK  ACCOUNT 

A  notarized  bank  letter  is  required  showing  deposits  and  withdrawals  for  the  past 
twelve  months.  If  the  affiant  has  any  difficulty  in  securing  such  a  letter  photostat 
copies  of  the  bank  book  is  satisfactory. 


PROOF  REGARDING  REAL  ESTATE,  MORTGAGES,  INSURANCE, 

STOCKS,  BONDS,  ETC. 

REAL  ESTATE 

Current  tax  receipts  or  photostat  copies,  should  be  forwarded  as  proof  of  real  estate 
ownership;  mention  should  be  made  whether  or  not  it  is  unencumbered.  If  mort¬ 
gaged,  the  amount  of  mortgage  should  be  stated. 

MORTGAGES 

Photostat  copies  of  mortgages  should  be  forwarded. 

INSURANCE 

Letters  from  insurance  companies  should  show  the  cash  surrender  value  of  insurance 
policies. 

STOCKS  AND  BONDS 

Letter  from  broker  should  indicate  current  value  of  stocks  and  bonds, 

PROOF  OF  RELATIONSHIP 

Very  often  American  Consuls  require  proof  showing  relationship  of  the  affiant  to  the 
prospective  passenger.  This  can  be  provided  through  birth  and  marriage  certificates 
of  the  affiant. 

OTHER  MISCELLANEOUS  DOCUMENTS 

When  affiants  making  out  affidavits  are  not  yet  American  citizens,  many  Consuls 
require  that  they  prepare  and  file  form  575  to  show  that  they  were  legally  admitted 
into  the  United  States.  This  form  was  originally  prepared  for  the  wife  or  minor 
children  of  an  alien  resident,  but  its  use  has  spread  to  other  relatives. 

Often  a  personal  letter  from  the  affiant,  addressed  to  the  American  Consul  is  helpful. 
In  this  letter  the  affiant  should  review  his  financial  status,  showing  his  income,  obli¬ 
gations,  or  expenses,  the  net  amount  remaining,  and  what  sum  he  is  willing  to  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  support  of  the  immigrant  and  why  he  is  willing  to  do  this. 

AMERICAN  CITIZENS  SENDING  FOR  WIFE, 

HUSBAND,  MINOR  CHILDREN  AND  PARENTS 

Petition  form  633  must  be  prepared  in  duplicate  and  should  be  filed  with  the  Com¬ 
missioner  General  of  Immigration,  Washington,  D.  C.,  when  American  citizens  wish 
to  send  for  wife,  husband,  minor  children  or  parents.
